An accident on tho Midland railway 
to-day occured at Hexthrop, one mile 
south of Doncaster. Twenty-three were 
killed and over sixty injured. The ex- 
cursion tram consisted of eleven third 
clans carriages carrying a thousand pas- 
sengers. It bad halted ab tho platform 
and tho guards were taking tickets when 
a huid whistle was heard above the din, 
and to t,he horror of all, the Liverpool 
train-was seen rushing around the curiro. 
In an instant, as it. seemed, it dashed 
into tho rear of tho excursion 
train. As soon as they could colleot their 
wits the uninjured set to work getting out 
tho dead and wounded. The groans and 
.shrieks of the injured were pitiful, many 
being lodged so tightly in tho debrii that 
it. was with great dilliculty they were re- 
leased. Many of lliu dead were badly 
mutilated; legs and arms, and in one 
Oase the lucid were missing, the decapita- 
tion being performed as cleanly as if by an 
axe.

A baby 8 months old was found alive and 
uninjured in the uruiH ef its dead nurse. 
The headless trunk of a man was found 
sitting upright in tho wreck.

Will They Hang? 

Chicago, Sept. 15. — George Schilling, 
the socialist leader, loft for New York 
to-night. Hit will endeavor to secure 
Senator Coukling to present the case of 
tho condemned anarchists to the .Supremo 
court, but if he fails to secure Conkling 
will endeavor to get an equally distin- 
guished lawyer. It is definitely stated 
by loading anarchists bore that Bon But- 
ler has been secured to give bis attention 
specifically to one branch of the case. One 
of the counsel for the defense says: 
"Nothing looking towards the commuta- 
tion of thu sentence of tho anarchists will 
be dune till after tho supreme court of 
the United States passes on thu matter. 
Another supersedeas will be granted — 
thut 1 am certain, and 1 happen to know 
that Captain Black has been reading up 
tho law for some time, and that he will 
bring the case before the federal supreme 
court at the earliest moment. 1 under- 
stand ho will apply to Justice Miller of 
thu Missouri district for tho supersedeas. 
It was the justice, you know, who grant- 
ed tho supersedeas in the Maxwell-Preller 
case, and among lawyers it is not doubted 
that tho stay will be gaanted. The law 
involved relates to the question whether 
a man can be compelled to criminate him- 
self by the pre.ientat.ion of evidence ob- 
tained in a manner contrary to the con- 
stitution, it is claimed that the tiles of 
the Arbeiter Zaitumj und Most's letters, 
which were read in evidence, were ob- 
tained unlawfully, and by those moans 
tho defendants were compelled to testify 
against themselves. It is also said that 
Black will urge that .Judge Gray refuse 
to incorporate in his charge to tho jury 
some instructions relating to tho rights of 
the people to assemble and express their 
grievances. But from a close acquaint- 
ance with wlial is being done 1 can assure 
you that nothing will bo attempted 
toward a commutation of sentence in the 
eases of any of the anarchists until after 
the question at bar is disposed of by the 
federal supreme court. Tbon it is under- 
stood the governor will be appealed to 
in the event that the supreme court de- 
clines to interfere. A petition to Gover- 
nor Oglesby is now being circulrted; 
between thirty and forty thousand names 
have already been secured. States At- 
torney Gronnell reached Chicago from 
the east to-night. He said he did not 
care to express any opinion on the de- 
ision of the supreme court. He had 
labored simply to do his duty as he under- 
stood it. 

Tho latest sensation is a story that the 
authorities for the prosecution will do all 
they can do to shield Fieldon from the 
gallows. Tho fact is thut Fielden has 
received more sympathy than any one of 
the condemned men, and it is quite prob- 
able that, two hundred thousand residents 
f Chicago would readily sign a petition 
to Governor Oglesby asking him to com- 
mute Fielden's soutonce to imprisonment 
for life.

THE MITCHELLSTOWN AFFAIR. 

A Uetalleil Account of It hy Henry Labouehere 
-What the Kditor of "Truth" Has to Say. 

London, Sept. 12. — The following is 
Henry Laboucbere's account of the police 
murders at Mitcbellstown, witnessed by 
him: When the reporter with his escort 
was as near to th - bead of the brake as a 
member of the bar of tho bouse of com- 
mons is to the speaker, one of tho con- 
stabulaiy drew bis bayonet and wounded 
one of the horses. Tho horse roared, on 
which two policemen batoned the rider. 
Tho escort with bis revolver fell back ou 
tho main body of the police, and alto- 
gether rushed upon the crowd right and 
left. At once sticks wore raised and 
there wns a scrimmage; but as few of the 
crowd bad thick sticks, and as lew even 
of these could get at the police, the 
resistance was slight, but the police seem- 
ed to be as cowardly as they were brutal. 
After u minute or two they lied ill dis- 
o.der to their barracks, with the exception 
of Captain Seagrave, who ran liko a 
hare to a neighboring hotel, whore 
lie seems to have concealed himself 
for some time. These barracks are situat- 
ed on tho main street, a few doors from 
ono of the lower corners of tho market 
place. Dillon jumped down from the 
brake and walked to the barracks, and 
some say that a few stones had been 
thrown at the barracks; others slate that 
none were thrown, but in any case there 
was no crowd and baldly any one in the 
street, and the police were in perfect 
safety. Throe mon were hit. One was 
killed at once, one died in a few hours 
and the third was badly wounded. 

A second squad of police from another 
police station now rushed into the market 
place, wildly striking any one that they 
met, and stones wore naturally flung at 
them and they Hod, tumbling over one 
another, into a priest's bouse. The mar- 
ket place was by this time nearly empty. 
The police emerged from their rotroat in 
the priest's house and formed along the 
top of the market place. Mr. Brunner 
and 1 on this went to the police bai racks, 
where wo found a line of policemen with 
loaded rifles, drawn across the road, and 
Captain Seagrave, who, up to this time, 
bad declined to emerge from his conceal- 
ment, stood plainly before them with the 
brown rig of the county constabulary. 
Captain Seagrave was deadly pale and his 
eyes had a wild, I may almost say de- 
mented, look. 

About o'clock it was deemed expe- 
dient that, with a view to ulterior pro- 
ceedings, the chief of constabulary should 
be asked if he bad not given the order 
from the barracks to have the riHes of the 
men examined in order that it might 
bo known which of his men had fired. 
Dillon and I went to the barracks to de- 
mand that this should be done. Wo found 
the man in the brown rig standing at the 
door with a number nf policemen around 
him. I have seen Russians in Poland, 1 
have seen N ustrians in Louibardy, I have 
seen Prussiulis in France, but 1 novel in 
the course of my life came across so offen- 
sive a specimen nf an official. With 
brute force at bis back, he seemed to con- 
sider it almost treason for nil orderly citi" 
Stun to ask him a question. "I am not 
here to answer you or anyone uIbo," ho 
shouted. In vain I explained that if tho 
order to tire bad not been given by him, 
it was only reasonable that an 
examination should take place. 
"1 shall state bow you have acted 
and your present action in . he hoiiso of 
commons, I added. "What, a threat to 
mo'i" ho said. "We can have none of 
this. If you do not go away at oncu I 
will have you cleared away." Oil this 1 
withdrew, not wishing to prolong my 
interview with this master of many police- 
men. I subsequently heard that be had 
a little while aifo been summoned before 
u magistrate for wantonly assaulting a 
j gentleman in the street. The prosecutor 
| urged that ho was drunk, and the magis- 
trate had to commit him, He lined him 
! 1 farthing.

$201,698; fixed charges, $0,025,088; in- 
crease, $240,189, leaving a surplus for 
tho year of $1)0,707, a decrease of S45,- 
491. Large additions to the- equipment 
will be needed to meet the growing busi- 
ness of the road. 



THE KAISER'S HEALTH. 

It is very evident that the Emperor 
William is fast reaching tho end. A non- 
agenarian, ho lias tilled up a very busy 
life, and will leave behind him many 
monuments of liis greatness. His fainting 
lit on Thursday at Berlin betokens the 
physical decay of one of the strongest 
constitutions ever granted to man, and 
may be taken as all evidence of his possi- 
ble early demise. It may well be that the 
absence of his guiding hand will change 
the face of Europe. It is well known 
that his wishes have always been for 
peace; that he desires his closing days 
shall be free from warfare, that with 
his expiring breath he can calmly sink to 
rest feeling that the great nation which he 
lias consolidated and made happy is at peace 
with all the world. This laudable desire 
does credit to the head and heart of the 
old war-horse and we may well feel as- 
sured that as long as he iives the line of 
policy which he has laid down for himself 
will be maintained. But when he has 
passed away there will come a change. 
The Iron Chancellor will in all probabili 
ty successfully impress his strong views 
upon the new emperor and a fiery Bou- 
langer would precipitate the issue. Lot 
us hope that other and wiser counsels 
will prevail. 



AMERICAN PIRATES. 

How can the action of tho United States 
authorities in Alaskan waters be fittingly 
described! British seal hunters have been 
arrested without any show of right, have 
been detained for six weeks and then 
cooly told to go about their business, af- 
ter nearly all the injury possible could bo 
inflicted upon them. Governor Swine- 
ford informs the crews that they may now 
go in peace after having had their busi- 
ness ruined and their families distracted 
over their detention; the vessels are re- 
tained, but the (irace, one of the 
seized schooners, is sent oil' to 
Ounalaska to bring tho seal skins 
to Sitka. Impudence, even the unadul- 
terated article common to our neighbors 
across the border, could not have gone 
further, while the arrogant conduct of the 
American authorities would do infinite 
credit to the hirelings of the Russian gov- 
ernment in Siberia. If the English flag 
wishes. to have itself respected on the 
Pacilic it will bo obliged to fully avenge 
tho insults to which those who live under 
it have been subjected. It is a case of the 
grossest piracy— nothing more nor less, 
and must be so treated. Look at the 
matter. Here are British Columbia seal- 
ing vessels seized, their crews obliged to 
remain in the custody of the United 
States authorities until such time as, hav- 
ing found out their error, they choose to 
release them. The heavy loss inflicted 
upon tlie owners, the anxiety of the crew, 
and the fears of their families, are only 
exceeded by the hardships encountered. 
Ample reparation must be made, substan- 
tial damages must be given and the 
United States government treated to a 
most bitter dose of British justice. Mr. 
Drake, Q.O., who went to Sitka to watch 
the case for Canada, no doubt admired 
tho brazen effrohtry of the represent- 
jttive of tho KttjHJbJic whw informed 



him that the ciisc would not be tried, and 
that masters and crows might now go 
home. It is hoped for tho sake of our 
national fame that such an example will 
be made in this instance as to prevent 
forever the possibility of its recurrence. 

REPLY TO A HEATHEN. 

Among tho articles in the September 
number of tho North American Review is 
a rejoindor to Wong Chin Foo by Yan 
Phou Loo, "Why I Am Not a Heathen." 
Wong Chin Foe's article in tho August 
number of tho North American was 
clever, shallow and impudent. It was 
written in a style that might excite tho 
admiration of Col. lngersoll. It 
echoed his sentiments, and was written in 
his vein. "Why I Am Not a Heathen' 
is an article of a very different typo 
Yan Phou Lee begins by pointing out 
the propriety of making a clear distinc- 
tion between religion and ethics. Re- 
ligion pretains to the heart, ethics to out- 
ward conduct. Religion inculcates prin- 
ciples, ethics lays down rules. The 
most intelligent form of heathenism, that 
of Confucius, never taught the acts and 
relations of individuals towards Cod tho 
Ruler of tho universe. Tho morality 
taught by Confucius was loft}-, but he left 
religion to shift for itself. Tho writer 
says ho was born and raised n heathen. 
He learned and practiced its moral and 
religious code. Ho worshiped tho per- 
scribed number of idols, and ho was use- 
ful to tho lessees of tho temples, to tho 
incense vendors and idle priests of his 
country. His conscience was clear and 
liis hopes of future life were undi mined 
from any distracting doubts simply be- 
cause the)- had never been bright. Ho 
admits that he was not precocious enough 
to have had any very serious thought 
upon the subject. He came under Chris- 
tain influence at the age of thirteen, and 
for three years after did not take very 
kindly to Christianity, his Chinese friends 
having taken especial plans to prejudice 
his mind against the Christian religion; 
but he attended Mr. Moody's meetings 
at Springfield, Mass., and was profoundly 
impressed as to his real state, and to 
his need of redemption. Me did not 
then join any church because he feared 
tho Chinese commissioner of tho Educa- 
tional mission might send him homo 
to China before he got well started on 
the right road. He identified him- 
self with the Christians and took part 
with them in their religious exercises. Ho 
got along well with his studies, and in 
1881, when the Chinese students were re- 
called to China, he returned with them. 
The mandarins made some attempts to 
draw these students back to heathenism, 
with varied success. Not feeling compe- 
tent to stem the current that was setting 
in towards heathenism, he loft tho Chi- 
nese naval school us soon as possible, 
went to Canton and joined the Presbyte- 
rian church, anil he was forced on this 
account to give up government service. 
The reason why ho is a christian is, ho says, 
because he is endowed with the faculty of 
reason, which he bus supplemented with 
formal logic and a desire to tell the truth. 
Heathenism tenches nothing if it does 
not teach fatalism, and if it does not go so 
far as predestination, it is because its no- 
tions of a future life are a confused heap 
of nonsense. Christianity tenches those 
who imbibe its principles and its spirit to 
be tolerant, charitable and just, to bb 
faithful in the discharge of duties both 
public and private, to be a good citizen, 
to accord to others their rights, and to 
take nothing that is not one's due, and to 
obey (iod, the Father and preserver of us 
all. Van Phon Lee says the 1 distinctions 
between Christianity and its professors, 
between true Christians and hypocrites, 
illustrates the saying of Confucious that 
"it is impossible to carve on rotten tim- 
ber," and Christianity is not responsible 
for the conduct of rotten men. He is not 
down on all ministers because somo be- 
tray their trusts. He does not bold 
Christianity responsible for California leg- 
islation. He does not confound Chris- 
tians with cowardly mobs organized for 
arson and murder. Van Phou Lee recog- 
nizes Christianity as individual and not 
national, and so he dues not hold it re- 
sponsible for any wickedness a nation c all- 
ing itself Christian may commit. Had 
England been Christian the opium war 
would not have taken place. The Ameri- 
can heathen may not be wiser than the 
Chinese. If there was more Christianity 
infused into politics and the judiciary, in- 
to the municipal, the legislative and the 
executive government of the United 
States, he feels sure the country would be 
better in every way. Christian men seem 
to be the last hope of the republic. The 
highest appeal that can be made to it is to 
the Christian sentiment of the nation. 
The Americans lay much stress upon tho 
duty of parents towards their children, 
while the Chinese insist on tho duties of 
children towards their parents. Loth re 
present but one side of the problem. 
Christianity restores harmony in this re- 
spect. Neither foolish parents nor un- 
dutiful children are the products of Chris- 
tianity. It iB difficult to tell what a hea- 
then fears or what he believes. It is, no 
doubt, some consolation to know that ho 
believes someting. Ho is so far better off 
than the atheist; and there are really 
some good men among the heathens, men 
who are just, reasonable, honest and 
faithful, but such men are not made the 
worse by Christianity. "Christianity 
meets," says this Chinese, "my spiritual 
needs. I accept its trut h, I believe its 
teaching, and look forward to a blessed 
immortality in the lifo to come. Do you, 
therefore!, wonder why I am a Christ inn f"

QUEBEC. 

A young man named Win. Loditc, of 
Montreal, fell in lovo with a pretty French 
Canadian girl, pressed his suit, and was 
rejected on the ground that ho was too 
young to got married, wont and took a 
heavy dose of Paria green. Medical aid 
was called in and restoratives applied with 
beneficial effect. 

On the 27th June Mrs. Janette Orevillo 
of Montroal, eloped with a man named 
Louis Brenout. The misguided woman, 
who was 45 years of age and the mother 
of ten children, was traced by her hus- 
band to Deti oit, where she was found 
living with Brenout as man and wife. 
Brenout fled on Greville's appearance 
accompanied by two officers; and he for- 
gave his wife and took her homo with 
him. 

A despatch from Three Rivers states 
that the contestation of Sir Hector 
Langovin's election having been abandon- 
ed, judgment was rendered accordingly.

ONTARIO. 

C. B. Francisco, a young theological 
student, was struck a violent blow behind 
the ear with a stick in the hands of a 
clerk in the Grand Trunk offices, London, 
and rendered insensible, concussion of the 
brain ensuing, The doctor does not think 
the injuries will prove fatal. The assail- 
ant accused Francisco of being the cause 
of the spilling of a pail of oysters, and on 
the latter denying the charge the blow 
followed. Detectives are after tho ag- 
grensor. 

Widow Sheffield, of Delta, took sick. 
Her daughter, Mrs. Manuols, went to 
cure for her and died of heart disease; 
then Mrs. Manuel's daughter went to her 
grandmother's and the sad event bo alarm- 
ed her that she gave premature birth to a 
child; then tho grandmother died and the 
triple sorrow was complete. 

A commercial union meeting was held 
at Peterboro at which Wiinan's scheme 
was unhesitatingly condemned. Messrs. 
Long, Taker, OarnegiS, Stevenson, M. 
P., all prominent bus'iiusB men, took part 
in the discussion. The following resolu- 
tion was unanimously carried: "While 
firmly maintaining the right of Canada to

THE PREMIER. 

A Beautiful New Steamer. 

A San Francisco dispatch of Wednesday 
last says: The now steamer named the 
Premier, built for the Canadian Pacitic 
Navigation company by tho Union Iron 
works of this city, is now completed, and 
her trial trip will take place early next 
week. The Premier ia designed to at- 
tain a speed of tifteen knots. Her hull is 
of steel, and her engines aro triple expan- 
sion. Her boilers, of which she has 
three, are each eighteen feet long hy six 
feet in diameter, with two furnaces. In 
fitting and furnishing no expense has 
been spared. Her cabins are beautifully 
adorned, being filled with oil paintings of 
western scenery. The glass is stained and 
the carpets and furniture rich and attract- 
ive. She has accommodations for 150 
cabin passengers and fifty in tho steerage 
State rooms are fitted with stationary con- 
veniences, and are well lighted. The ves- 
sel will bo lighted with electricity.

SEALERS RELEASED. 



Arrival of Capt. Warren and 
Others of the Seized Vessels. 



They Aro Given Their Liberty After 
Six Weeks Detention— The Schoo- 
ner Ada and Allie I. Alger 

Seized. 

Terrible Tale Krom the Aretlc— One Survivor 
Only From the Whaling Schooner 
Nopoleon— News From the Yukon 
-Col. Hall Dlos on the Pas- 
sage Down From Hitka. 



Capt. Warren arrived down on tho 
Aucou which reached Nanaiuia yesterday 
and came on to Victoria by the Island 
railway. Ho waa called upon last even- 
ing by a representative of Tun Colonist. 
The captain stated that ainco arriving in 
Sitka on the 31»t of July he had been 
living on tho steam schooner Dolphin, 
together with hia mate, John Roilly. 
During their detention they were well 
used in every rospect. After the arrival 
of the Ancon, Uov. Swineford came into 
Marshal Atkins' otlieo while Capt. War- 
ren was there, and stated that papors had 
been received from Washington, ordering 
the release of the masters, mates and all 
tho crows of the .seized schooners, British 
and American, There are altogether 
eleven schooners in Sitka, tho Britiah 
sealers Dolphin, Anna Beck, Graco, W. 
P. Sayward, and Ada, the latter having 
been aoized on the 6th of August and 
arrived in Sitka the day boforo the Ancon 
arrived from the aouth. She had 1,870 
skills on board at the time. The Ameri- 
can aoalura are the Lillio L., Annie, 
Alpha, Kate and Annie, Challenge and 
tho Allie 1. Alger.the latter having an ivod 
on Friday of last. week. She had on board 
1,000 skins. The Ellon had not yet 
reached Sitka. The Ellen Blum was in- 
correctly reported, seized. Tho news of 
their release was not taken with good grace 
by some of the seized captains, whowould 
have preferred to have been given a fair 
trial in court, instead of being dismissed 
without a wortl of explanation after six 
weeks' detention. Capt. Warren's ateam 
schooner draco has been chartered by the 
American government to go to Ounalaska 
and bring all the seized seal skins to Sit- 
ka. The schooner Challenge was the only 
one which had a trial, and the captain was 
acquitted, aa there waa no proof that sho 
had sealed in Beh ring's sea. The Chal- 
lenge was not taken in Behring's sou hut 
on tho way in. When he was ac<|uitted, 
the captain demanded his skins, and thia 
led to the chartering of the Grace. Alto- 
gether there have been fifteen schooners 
seized. Besides those mentioned above 
there ia tho Alfred Adams now in port, 
tho San Jose now in San Francisco, and 
the Angel Dolly now on the beach at 
Ounalaska. Capt. Gaudin of the Ada, 
and Andrew Laing also arrived on the 
train. Capt. Olsen and Mate Keefo 
of tho Anna Beck are on tho Ancon. The 
Captain auys it waa during the foggy 
weather that his Bchooners wore taken ; 
when the fog cleared they found the 
cutter near them and fell an eaay capture. 
When the captain waa aeizod on tho Dol- 
phin, he asked the commander of the 
Rush to allow him to take the Anna Beck, 
which was stripped at Ounalaska, to Sitka. 
This request waa acquiesced in, and a 
crow. was put aboard. The captain then 
stated that he would not-take the schoon- 
ers to Sitka until a representative of the 
American government was placed on each 
vessel. This was done and the schooners 
pioceeded to Sitka. The captain does 
not think that the other Victoria schoon- 
ers — Favorite, Kate and Triumph — hare 
been seized. 

By the cutter Rush there arrived a 
sailor in Sitka, who ia the only survivor 
of the whaling schooner Napoleon, which 
waa wrecked in the Arctic two yeara ago. 
He tells a terrible tal<> of suffering. The 
vessel got crushed in the ice and thu crew- 
had to take to the boats, and tho man who 
arrived in Sitka waa one of eighteen who 
were on the ice for thirty days. During 
thia time his seventeen companions diod 
from starvation and exposure. He was 
picked up by tho Esquimaux, and the 
sailor lived among thorn until the trip of 
the Bear into tho Arctic, when he waa 
found among hia protectors. Tho cutter 
brought him down and connected with 
tho Rush in Behring's Sea, and tho latter 
brought him to Sitka. 

A number of men from Forty-Mile 
creek, in the Yukon region, aro on tho 
steamer and report a good season on that 
stream. Reports are also fair from the 
othei i;old bearing streams. 

The Bear brought down tho murderer 
of Archbishop Seghers to whore it con- 
nected with the Rush, which latter steam- 
er took him to Sitka. He will bo tried 
on the Bocond Monday in November. 

The Rush has been deputed to bring 
down the Indian hunters and white 
crews of the seized schooners to Victoria. 
It is expected that she will Arrive down in 
about a week's time. 

Col. Ball, district attorney of Alaska, 
who has been ill for some time in Sitka, 
diod on the Ancon on Tuesday last. 
He waa pleading in court two days before 
the steamer sailed, and had to be carried 
on board. Ho was suffering from lung 
trouble. 

Capt. Warren states that during their 
whole term of detention the officers of thu 
cutter Rush treated masters and crews of 
the aeizod schooners with every consider- 
ation, as did also the Sitka officials. When 
(hoy arrived at Sitka everything was taken 
from them, even their marine glasaos, but 
these and all other personal eneota were 
delivered up to them when thoy released 
from custody.

AN EXCELLENT JOKE. 

A U. S. Customs Officer Is Badly Fouled -Queer 
Proceedings. 

About three weoks ago throe customs 
officers, MosBra. Terry, Gardner and Price 
were informed, each separately, unknown 
to the others, that two trunks of opium 
would bo shipped over from Victoria. 
Each, eager to secure tho prize, was on 
the look out for tho contraband drug. 
Terry was on the steamer which brought 
the drug over from Victoria, and had 
"spotted" the trunks. In the meantime 
Price and Gardner had been informed 
that the opium was en route up the Sound. 
Gardner moots Terry and converses about 
general topics, but nothing ia said relat- 
ing to the opium, and in order that suspi- 
cion might bo averted Terry leaves tho 
car (as tho trunks had boon transferred 
from tho steamer at Taeoma to tho 
Portland train), for a few minutes. 
The train ofliciula thought that 
something of importance was in 
tho air, aa it is something unusual to see 
three inspectors on one train. Terry con- 
cluded that it had gone far enough, and 
accordingly at Tenmo tho trunks were 
seized and brought back to this city. 
Neither Gardner or Price paid any atten- 
tion to the seizure. Their interest sud- 
denly became dampened, and they had 
no further business in that quarter; 
Terry came into the collector's ollico in 
thia city, and after carefully noting that 
no eavesdroppers were incloae proximity, 
told hia chief of hia big seizure. The 
head officials were summoned and the 
trunks taken into tho private department. 
All of the otliciala were on tho <y it/ tjive, 
and envied Terry his good fortune. 
When the trunks were opened, however, 
the proud look Terry had of having ac- 
complished something extraordinary gave 
place to astonishment at first, then to an 
utter look of disgust. The opium bad 
been taken from the trunks and sawdust, 
saturated with oil, had been substituted. 
With one look of contempt from the col- 
lector and a smile of satisfaction from the 
other officials, all of them left the room 
in possession of Terry and hia contraband, 
sawdust. It, is not yet clear how the 
opium was removed and the sawdual sub- 
stituted. — .Seattle I'.-J. 



THE WATER SUPPLY. 

To this Editor:—] read with some 
interest the report of Mr. Sunimerfiold, 
water commissioner, submitting another 
sohemefor giving Victoria an increased 
water supply. With many other.-:, 1 am 
inclined to the belief that there is a good 
deal of practical knowledge ill tiio report. 
It would appear, however, that it. dous 
not meet with the approval of the mayor, 
and though 1 think a majority of tin- 
council are iii favor of its proper consider- 
ation, there seems to bo such an antagon- 
ism among its members that a business- 
like view of tho case is not likely to re- 
sult. The contradictory contentions 
that have characterized many of the dis- 
cussions of the council on the water quos 
tion, and the large number of reports on 
water supply from local men, each one of 
which has been different from the other, 
has placed myself and many other rate- 
payers in a quandary. I do not know 
what scheme U> hinge my faith upon. I 
am anxious to see the city secure an in- 
creased and a purer supply of water, but 
not being a professional engineer, 1 can- 
not come to a fair conclusion as to what is 
really the best, means to bring that desir- 
able atato of aliiii-a about. Many others 
beside myself are of the opinion that we 
will have to have uno more report — but it 
must be from a qualified authority who 
has no prejudice in the matter. If a 
hydrostatic engineer of established repu- 
tation wore engaged to make an examina- 
tion of the source of supply, and the 
obstacles which have to b* overcome in 
order to increase tho present volume of 
water carried to tho city and then give 
his professional opinion as to the best 
scheme to bo followed, there is little 
doubt that the great majority of rate- 
payers would be willing to accede to its 
being followed. If this be not done, and 
the present unsatisfactory phase of the 
question continued, 1 don't think that 
any scheme submitted to a vote would 
receive tho countenance of the people 
1 trust that some audi course as that re- 
ferred to above will he- undertaken by 
the council, and this waCCT question set- 
tled befoie it runs into another year.
